PARTIES

1.  Heidi Goodman (Complainant) brings this Accusation solely in her official capacity
as the Assistant Executive Officer of the Board of Registered Nursing, Department of Consumer
Affairs

2. On or about October 19, 2004, the Board of Registered Nursing issued Registered
Nurse License Number 646614 to Chris Emmanuel Vixon (Respondent). The Registered Nurse
License was in full force and effect at all times relevant to the charges brought herein and will
expire on December 31, 2009, unless renewed.

3. Onorabout April 16, 2009, the Board of Registered Nursing issued Public Health
Nurse Certificate No. 75190 to Respondent. The Public Health Nurse Certificate will expire on

December 31, 2009, unless renewed.
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JURISDICTION

3. This Accusation is brought before the Board of Registered Nursing (Board),
Department of Consumer Affairs, under the authority of the following laws. All section
references are to the Business and Professions Code unless otherwise indicated

4, Section 2750 of the Business and Professions Code (Code) provides, in pertinent part,
that the Board may discipline any licensee, including a licensee holding a temporary or an
inactive license, for any reason provided in Article 3 (commencing with section 2750) of the
Nursing Practice Act,

5. Section 2764 of the Code provides, in pertinent part, that the expiration of a license
shall not deprive the Board of jurisdiction to proceed with a disciplinary proceeding against the
licensee or to render a decision imposing discipline on the license.

STATUTORY PROVISIONS

6.  Section 726 of the Code states:

The commission of any act of sexual abuse, misconduct, or relations with a patient, client,
or customer constitutes unprofessional conduct and grounds for disciplinary action for any person
licensed under this division, under any initiative act referred to in this division and under Chapter
17 (commencing with Section 9000) of Division 3.

This section shall not apply to sexual contact between a physician and surgeon and his or
her spouse or person in an equivalent domestic relationship when that physician and surgeon
provides medical treatment, other than psychotherapeutic treatment, to his or her spouse or person
in an equivalent domestic relationship.

7. Section 2761(a) of the Code provides, pertinent part, that the Board may take
disciplinary action against a registered nurse based on unprofessional conduct.

COSTS
8. Section 125.3 of the Code provides, in pertinent part, that the Board may request the

administrative [aw judge to direct a licentiate found to have commiited a violation or violations of

the licensing act to pay a sum not to exceed the reasonable costs of the investigation and

enforcement of the case.
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FIRST CAUSE FOR DISCIPLINE

(Sexual Relations with a Patient or Client)

9. Respondent is subject to disciplinary action under section 726 of the Code, in that he
committed acts of sexual abuse, misconduct and/or sexual relations with a patient or client. The
circumstances are as follows:

16.  On or about May 19, 2009, while on duty as a registered nurse at Doctors Hoépital in
San Pablo, California, Respondent committed acts of sexual abuse, misconduct and/or relations
with patient C.R."' Patient C.R. was Respondent’s patient. Respondent placed his finger in
patient C.R.’s vagina, orally copulated patient C.R., fondled patient C.R.’s breast and placed
patient C.R,’s hand on Respondent’s penis.

SECOND CAUSE FOR DISCIPLINE

(Unprofessional Conduct)

11. Respondent is subject to disciplinary action under section 2761(a) of the Code in that

he acted unprofessionally, as set forth above in paragraph 10.
PRAYER
WHEREFORE, Complainant requests that a hearing be held on the matters

herein alleged, and that following the hearing, the Board of Registered Nursing issue a decision:

1. Revoking or suspending Registered Nurse License Number 646614, issued to Chris
Emmanuel Vixon;

2. Revoking or suspending Public Health Nurse Certificate Number 75190, issued to
Chris Emmanuel Vixon;

3. Ordering Chris Emmanuel Vixon to pay the Board of Registered Nursing the

reasonable costs of the investigation and enforcement of this case, pursuant to Business and

. Professions Code section 125.3;

4. Taking such other and further action as deemed necessary and proper.
